I Shipment of certain foods to Canada 
j and Newfoundland, under a ruling to- 


i night, hereafter will require the same 
form of license demanded for the same 
products to other countries. The pur- 
pose of the order, it was explained, is 
to provide means of closer co-opera- 
tion between the American and Cana- 
dian food administrators and to put 
the United States into a position to 
conserve Its supplies. Tha foods nam- 
ed are wheat, wheat (Jour, butter and 
sugar. 


Licensing, it is said, will permit the 


food administrator to keep a closer 
check on supplies in each country. It 
may be necessary later on'to regulate 
exports somewhat. 


Shipments now in rrartsit are ex- 


cepted in the order. Collectors of cus- 
toms are directed to permit shipments 
to go through without license when 
not in excess of certain small quanti- 
ties named in the order. Any export- 
ers attempting to take advantage of 
the small lot order to escape licensing 
may be prosecuted under the order.

for Otsego County. 
Albany, Sept. 14. — The State Com- 


mission of Prisons has approved the 
folowing report of inspection of the 
Otsego county Jail: 


Otsego County Jail, Ooopemtown. 
Inspected August 13, 1917. 
Orlo J. 


Brown, sheriff. 


There were 15 Inmates in the jail 


on the day of inspection, classified as 
folows 
Seizing sentence, nine males, 


tuo females, held for grand jury, four 
males. 
The sheriffs vvlfe Is matron. 


The Jail is of modern fireproof con- 


struction Tvith 10 steel cells, equipped 
vvltn bunks, toilets and lavatories on 
the first fl oor, and nine cells similarly 
equipped and a hospital room on the 
second. 


The i eport or the sheriff for the fis- 


cal year ending June 30, 1917, shows 
tho highest number of Inmates during 
the year to have been 38, the lowest 
nvc, and the average daily population 
about 15. It will thus be seen that 
it is at times difficult for the sheriff 
to maintain a legal classification of 
prisoners 
On the daj of inspection 


two male miners were confined in a 
tier with adults. 


Thcte Is a room In the basement, 
^fd at times for a dormitory and also 


as a place of detention of prisoners 
from the village of Cooperstown which 
has no lockup.

been dug from the soil by human en- 
ergy and the farmers of the county 
had been asked to produce all they 
possibly could and they had respond- 
ed heartily but had he«n given no ef- 
fective aid to secure its proper distri- 
bution. All that they ask is protec- 
tlln in their individual rights. Having 
been asked to speak of the 
iegisla- 


tion of 1917 a? it affects the farmer, 
he declared that It had been ascer- 
tained that Is costat 65 per cent of the 
income to set the food distributed in 
Xew York city, leaving the farmers 
about 35 per cent. 


As a member of the committee from

j of it was allowed to spoil after it ar- 
rived with the health department re- 
fusing the permit it to be sold, and 
the farmers suffered great loss as a.

spot is met the driver should shift his 
•weight backward so as not to dig too 
deeply. If tha blade becomes clogged 
with straw or weeds It can be made 
to clean Itself usually If the driver 
shifts his weight as far as possible 
from the ditch end of the blade. If 
there Is a low place or a mudhole to 
be filled the drag can be made to drop 
its load of earth if the driver shifts his 
weight quickly from the dltcb end. The 
distance from the dray at which the 
team Is hitched affects the depth of ctit- 
ting. A long- hitch causes the blade to 
cut deeper and Is used often wheu a 
rougb rond 
i«s to be smoothed up. 


i Shortening the cbalu seems to lift the 


i furrow blade from the ground and 


makes lighter Cutting when doing light 
smoothing work. 


For a new road with bumps and 


holes the three blade steel drajt is ex- 
cellent, as it carrips considerable earth 
and will not drop Into the ruts or holes 
as badly as a two blade drnpr. How- 
ev«r, it usually requiies four horses. 
The teum should be drhen at a "walk, 
and the driver should ride the whols 
distance, going up one wheel track and 
back the other. It is a mistake to try 
to Improve too wide a strip at a time. 
lT)e best work can bp done by the drag 
wlion the soil is moist, but not sticky, 
so the earth will move freely along the 
face of the blades. If the roadway Is 
very hadly rutteu it nwy be well to 
drag it when the earth is wet. This is 
particularly true just before a spell of 
cold weather in winter when it is pos- 
sible to have a road-K&;. 10 freeze 
smooth. 


Clav hills after considerable drag- 


ging frpQtirnfly become too bigh in the 
center. This can be corrected by drag- 
ging the earth away from the center 
once and toward the center twice. The 
road drag is only good in clay or slm 
liar soils, as Its effectiveness depends 
on the smearing action which if has 
and by means of which it can make a 
water tight coat. The sand road will 
be Injured bv crowning It toward the 
center and dragging because the sand 
road nerds all the moisture It can hold, 
and a cro^n will drain tnis moisture 
away. Frequently light applications of 
the road drag will keep the road In the 
best shape.

a shortage of milk and butter in tl 
country as well as in the world bej-oi. 
our sight 
For a good many yea: 


thlnga hav*- been drifting that wa;,, 
writes a correspondent of the Iowa 
Homestead. 
Some men with what al- 


most now seems like prophetical vision 
bare been Baying that if the farmers 
did not keep up their growth of heifer 
calves the time would soon come when 
there would be a dearth of all kinds of 
dairy prodncts. Those who did not 
possess this instinct of looking Into the 
world with a wide vision laughed and 
did nothing about it. Now that time 
which was foretold has come. It was 
hastened by the war, but it would hare 
come Just as surely if there nerer had 
been this trouble. 


Now what? "Well, BOW we must be- 


gin to do what we ought to hare done 
several years ago—that Is raise more 
heifer eaives. According to the latest 
statistics published by the "United 
States government, there are In this 
country 01,441,000 milk cows and other 
cattle on the farms of this country. 
SuppoSe we cut this in two and say 
that If one-half of the cows in the 
United States were given a chance t 
grow a heifer calf this present year 1 
would give us about 30,000,000 mor 
cows, provided these calves came t 
maturity. What a change that wouli 
work In the dairy industry of thi 
country! 


To state it in another way, mippos 


we recall tiiat there are at the presen 
time in this country 6,000,000 farms o 
somewhat more. Many of these migh 
well grow a number of heifer calve 
this coming year. But putting the ma 
ter conservatively, It is not too muc 
to say that an average of one 
more might be raised on these farms 
which would aggregate 6,000,000 mor 
cows on our farms in a very shor 
space of time. 


Now, 
on our farm we are trying t 


do this. Tor a good many year* w- 
have tried to rafce every likely helfe 
calf dropped in our stables. Our only 
sorrow has been that some years thi 
heifers have been so scarce. But we 
have gone on doing the best we could 
and now we are putting a little extra 
effort on the heifer cnlves. We wan 
to grow our one more calf. Compare* 
with a great many, our dairy is a smal 
one. 
Last year we grew sir choice 


calves. They were certainly beauties 
If every dairyman in a small way woulc 
make it his business to get that one 
more beifer calf he would be a benefac 
tor and help to decide the question ol 
feeding the world Just as effectively ae 
in any other way. A good, well brec 
cow Is a means of making the worlt 
better and happier. Here, as in bo many 
other instances, a litUe UK is a big belp

Many 
persons think their place la properly 
cleaned when In reality Jt has dozens 
of places in the lots and pastures 
which are harbors for parasites «nc 
disease greios. There Is scarcely a vi 
cinlty, where hogs are grown to any 
extent, that has not some disease. The 
same drastic measures that are usec 
with foot and mouth disease, glanders 
or any other fatal stock disease should 
be taken to free these Ticlnltles from 
hog ciolora danger. 


Sav*. the Alfalfa L*av«*. 


Two-thirds of the feeding value of 


the alfalfa plant Is In the leaves. If 
the leaves are lost In curing only one- 
third of the feeding value remains. 
This fact Is regarded as Important by 
farmers who advocate that alfalfa hay 
be cured so as to save the leaves. This 
means that the alfalfa must be raked 
Into windrows before the leaves dry 
and fall off. Baking can be done ttro 
hours after cutting, thus saving the 
leaves and preserving the green color 
and desirable flavor.

In the fourtu place, the mixture 


should be set to as lean a point as will 
run tbe motor under nonnei conditions 
when the engine is warmed to its av- 
erage temperature. Xearly every • -ar- 
buretor will permit the needle valve 
to bo screwed down one or more notch- 
es. Iu fact, it is well to set the carbu- 
retor to so lean a mixture that the en- 
gine will not pull properly before it is 
thoroughly heated. The difficulty thus 
encountered may be overcome by the 
use of the choke or. otber adjustments 
of the carburetor which serve to give n 
richer mixture when starting. 
mixture mny be further assured by the 
use of some of the well tried out at- 
tachments designed to furnish auxili- 
ary air to tbe engine under certain con- 
ditions. 


Fifth, the carburetor should be in- 


spected by an. expert and tbe strainer 
drained frequently to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of dirt which may lodge 
under the float valve and cause the lat- 
ter to leak when the engine is shut 
down. 


Sixth, the engine should never be left 


running while tbe car- is standing idle. 
Tf adjustments are properly made- 
the engine will start easily, and the 
current from your starting battery is 
cheaper than gasoline.
